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FLOOD TAKES MANY LIVES IN 
THE DES GLAISES BAYOU 
SECTOR—TOWN FLOODED AS 
FURTHER LEVEE BREAKS 
LET WATER POUR IN 


Baton Rouge, La., May 17.—Re- 
ports that the main levee at Mel- 
ville, La., on the west bank of the 
Atchafalaya river, broke today and 
that the residents were forced to 
flee were received. The information 
came from a talephone operator at 
Melville, who stated that virtually 
hal in the town was destroy- | 
ed. 

Melville is 130 miles northwest of 
New Orleans and is one the opposite 
side of the river from the Crescent | 
City and 45 miles northwest of 
Baton Rouge. 

The levee was from 15 to 18 feet 
high, and John Parker, state flood | 
director, was advised that two hours | 
after the break, which came about 6 
au.m., the crevasse had widened to 
800 fect. Confidence was expressed | 
here that no lives had been lost as | 
most of the 1,028 inhabitants of 
Melville had sought refuge on the | 
levees, 

Two relief trains were reported to| 
be standing by to remove the flood 
victims. | 

A Rush for Safety j 

The scene that followed the break 
was described to the Associated 
Press today by Mrs. Julia MacNeill 
of Melville. She was the first to 
escape from the town. Everyone was 
aroused by shots fired by the levee | 
guards and rushed from their homes 
in night clothes, she said. 1 

“They immediately scrambled on | 
the levees where they waited for the 
rescue boats. They have absolutely 
nothing, most of them not having | 
time to get any clothes,” she con- 
tinued. 

“The waters rushed through the 
break with a roar and swept away 
nearby houses from their founda- 
tions, lifting them up and tossing 
away the beards and heavy timbers 
like feathers. Intermingled with the 
roar of the waters could be heard | 
the screams of the women and} 
children. 

“They sat on the levees on the 
river bank, crying and shivering. It 
was dreadful.” 

Although in a state of nervous 
tension from her experience, Mrs.! 
MacNeill went to former Governor | 
Parker, begging him to send boats | 
at once to rescue the people. 


“The shots may not have aroused | 
everyone,” she added. “I am afraid |

Shanghai, May 16,—Pukow, on 
_river, opposite Nanking, fell to the 
southern Chinese forces on Sunday 
morning, says a wireless message 
from Nanking. The northerners 
shelled the town with shrapnel after 
it was occupied by the southerners. 

Troops of Chang Kai-Shek, leader 
of the Nanking or moderate Nation- 
alist southerners, who crossed to the 
north bank upon Pukow some days 
ago, converged on the town early 
in the morning, while other south- 
erners moved down the river. The 
northerners evacuated the town 
without fighting, returning up the 
Pukow river to Chuchow 

As soon as they departed, looters 
crossed the river in sampans, but 
were severely handled by 
Chang's troops, who had occupied 
Pukow. The southern forces were

Shanghai, May 16.—A 
dispatch from Hankow,  head- 
quarters of the radical southern 
Nationalists, reports that large 
numbers of wounded Hankow troope 
are arriving from the Honan front.
